Onr Iia&d Code. 

For rcftsons hinted at in apronous avti- 
clo, it appears to be of Bupreme import- 
anoo that the code of laws regulating the 
manner of dealing -with the public domain 
Bhonld, -with tbo least possible delay, nn- 
dergo a complete reviaion, with the object 
of rendering the land system more liberal 
iind complete. British Columbia for the 
first time possesses the absohito and iudo- 
foasiblo right to deal with what are com- 
monly called " Crown Lands," wholly un- 
restricted by Colonial Oilico fogyism or 
i'odoral interference. This being the 
case, it seems both natural and right that 
she should take an early opportunity of 
eliminating from her statute-books all 
those illiberal principles and vexatious 
'.-'=,provi8ionBwhiohmay be regarded as the 
llfi'^/'relics of Feudalism. It is, indeed, amns- 
'jT.'.'ing, if not instructive, to trace tlio history 
•• of this land question down to Iho present 
'v.- ''time, and observe, as the most supoi-liciiil 
'student cannot fail to do, the morbid ten- 
acity with which the rulers havo giiarJod 
the public domain against the inroads of 
the iicoplo. And it is subject for serious 
reflection that, in this, as in some other 
matters, a change of constitution did not 
bring with it a change of heart. The old 
spirit seems still to preside at the Land 

■ Office. This is seen in almost every de- 
' ' toil; but it is consijicuous in the closing 

up of the magnificent valley of the Chil- 
cotin against settlers diiring, probably, 

' ' ^ 'the only period that settlors could hope 
for admittance. It would obviously be 

^^Ijimpossible, within the scope of a single 
" article, to exhibit even the bald outlines 
of a land system for Eritish Columbia, 
SufTico it for the present to say that any 
system that may bo framed should fully 
recognize the principle that tho land is 
for the people, and that every man is en- 

^ titled to aoqtiiro upon the easiest possible 
terms a homestead. The grand object 
speirid to be to put a thrifty yeomanry in 

■ possession; and ■whether that object can 
be best attained by a general system of 
free grants, or by assisted colonization, 
or by a mixed system embracing both of 
those iirinciplca, it is not tbo object of the 
present article to jjoint out. Dismissing, 
for the nonce, the larger (jucbtion witli 
these general remarks, wo proceed to a 
brief consideration of what aitjiears to bi- 
an objiH'tionable feature of tho i)rosGnt 
rre-omption Law. Bonn fide wso or occu- 
jjation is, properly enough, made a vital 
principle in the law, and occupation is 
thus defined in Section Sixteen of tho Act: 

" " The occupation herein required shall 
mean a continuous bon.% fide personal resi- 
denco of the pre-emptor on his pre-onn)- 

• tion claim." At the first blush this may 
not seem unreasonable, tho very idea of a 
pre-emption right being to enable tho set- 
tler to enter into and occupy in advanco 
of tho surveyor. But, at tho same time, 
wn think a littlo rcllcction will tend to 
show that this provision is unnoccssaril y 
restrictive and unduly rigid. There will 
be few of our readers who cannot call to 
mind instances illustrative of the suppo. 
sititiouB case we are about].to submit. A 
is a mechanic who is desirous of securing 

M a homestead under the pre-emption i-ight. 
" Instead, however, of at once residing upon 
the laiid and applying himself to farm 
■work, worth one dollar and a half a day, 
lie wishes to continue for a year or two, 
to work at his trade, earnint; tlireo dolhirs 
a day. A hires 15 and keeps him at worlc 
u])0U his homeste.id at one dollar and a 
luilf a day, while he himself is earning 
throe. B can really do more work on the 
farm than A could, while A can cam 
double wages at his trade, which he can 
either apply in kec2)ing two men at work 
. On the farm, or save up one-half to stock 
the farm and make a good start <m it. It 
will scarcely bo contended that, in (liis 
way, A '!TO\ild be making a h'ss legitimate 
and beneficial use of tho land than if ho 
" resided on and worked it himself. Nay, 
it is obvious that his opei .ions are 
doubly IxMielii'ial to tlu: CDiintry as well 
lis to hiiiisflf. '!'wie(! as hirge rosuils 
are attainoil, whili>, at tho sunn' time, lie 
gives einpluy nienL to I!, who is lujt, dis- 
" ■ posed to enter upon laml on his own ac- 
count; but who will, in uU probability do 
80 under more favorable auspices, after 
'\vorking a few years for A. Bnt it will 
be observed by reference to tho above- 
(pioled (lerniitiou of tlie term "oceuiia- 
tion" tliat A caniu)t boctuno a i)re-enipt(n' 
at all in this way. Th<! result of this 
(Uist-irou jirovision will most likely Ije 
that A will never become a settler, and B 
■will leave the country, Although a me- 
chanic and a farm laborer have boon se- 
lected to illustrate tin- pf>int, the ?anio re- 
mark!! '.vill, witli more or l(>ss fitness, 
ply to every nuui, of wbate\er ])rofcssion 
or occupation. J{everting to lliii furnier 
Pre-emption l;aw, llie ih.'linil ion of "oc- 

<• cupation" in it was so vagiio tliat many 

, abuses crept in, and men lield lands un- 
der the most colorable and unreal pro- 
tenses as to occu])alioii ; and it was, ])('!■- 
iiiL^js, not allcfji'tlier nnii.^tnrnl to jump I" 
an opposile extreme in di^fining "occupa- 
tion" in the new hn\ . Tliat llie definition 
of "()ccnpafi(m" in the i)iesi;nt law is un- 
duly repressive and inimical to tho pub- 
lic interests ■will scarcely bo quostione.; 
bv tlio.io who have observed tho working 
of th(> svsfinn. Tho grarid object to Ijo 
arrived at aiipears to lie to pro)ni>te, by 
overy legitimate means, the oeeupal ion 
antruse of the i)ublic lands. And in 
guarding against coh>i'ablo and niu^eal 
or unbeuotici'il occup.ation, groat care 
should l)o|takoii that tho usofulnosa of tlie 
])ro-cmption right is not hindered. Tho 
Htato do.'siri's that the land shall be sottle- 
od nnd cultivated; and it matters littlo 
to the State whelhor that object be ac- 
eoniplislied by A or by 15. How can tliat 
object bo best nccoinpliahed ? That js 

renlly the (luostiou. it has, wo hopo, 



been shown with sulliciont cloarneas that, 
in some instances at least, occupation 
by proxy is most eflbctivo and beneiicial; 
and it follows that the law should bo_ at 
once so altered as to admit of occupation 
by iiroxy, Burrounded. of course, ■with 
ji'ropor cliecks in order to prevent abuse. 
It must not bo supposed that the case wo 
have presented is merely imaginary. 
Many cases similr.r inxjrinoiplo have como 
within the personal knowledge of the pre- 
sent writer; and there is too much reason 
to fear that tho grievance is neither local 
nor limited.
